Washington City Lost Night. 


Five weeks ago Jerry Donahue, editor 


of the Review, was named by President 
Cleveland for postmaster at Decatur to 
succeed Dr. J. T. Hubbard, removed. 
Contrary to usual custom Mr. Donahue 
was not confirmed at the next session of 
the senate following the appointment, 
and since then there has been a tire- 
some feeling of uncertainty among the 
Democrats, particularly in the Review 
camp. 


It is commonly known that a postoffice 


inspector -visited Decatur several times 
over two months ago, and that he was 
quite active in spying around. He was 
here for a purpose, but the exact object 
of his visits was not disclosed until the 
telegraph announced the appointment 
of Donahue. He had preferred charges 
against Postmaster Hubbard1 to have 
him removed, but at no stage of the 
game up 
to that 
time was Mr. 


Hubbard 
informed as to the na- 


ture of the charges. He felt that 
he had performed his duties faithfully 
as postmaster and that ho should be 
permitted to finish his term of four years 
service, ending 
in 
January, 
18!)5. 


Furthermore, tho postmaster desired 
that he should learn the nature of the 
charges preferred against him, and in 
some way the confirmation of Donahue 
has been held up at the request <»t 
Senator Cullom, in order that Mr. Hub 
bard might have a chance to answer 
the charges. Mr. Hubbard has been

moment 


if the removal was purely for 
purposes. He has entertained no other 
view of the case and he has bi-rn out 
spoken on that point. We all know that 
the Democrats have wanted the oflie 
ever since CJrover got in the laKt time 
The ollice has been in Decatur all th" 
time, and all that Democrats have hut" 
to do was to go and take it.

this subject, and when the little fellows 
around the country say that the senate 
bill is in any sense a measure calculated 
to help the country, they should be re- 
minded of what this Democrat has said. 
The measure proposed is a fraud from 
Beginning to end and must prove disas-

In 1888 it paaced in the 
tower Y»u»e of congrw a free trade 


tariff bill, in which ad valorem rates 
were the rule. This bill the Democratic 
national convention which met that year 
endorsed. 
When the present congress 


met the house passed the Wilson bill, 
which was a free trade tariff bill em 
bracing ad valorem instead of specific 
duties. When this bill went to the sen- 
ate the finance committee put all free 
raw materials, which characterized the 
Wilson bill exc-<spt wool, on the dutiable 
list, thus completely destroying the prin- 
ciple of the bill. They then changed 
the ad valorem duties to specific duties 
largely, and also increased the duties in a 
great many schedules from free trade 
duties to unconstitutional protective 
duties. 
With these changes, which 


were very many, the bill was reported to 
the senate. 
After being discussed in 


that body for several weeks, the same 
committe agreed upon 400 changes in 
their own bill in the direction of pro- 
tection in spots and specific rates. 


In view of these facts, who can say 


that the Democratic parly knows any- 
thing about the operations of a tariff, or 
that it has any settled views on this 
greatest of all questions, and yet the 
followers of that party at every stage of 
these shifts declared that the principles 
of the party were set forth in the bill 
and that, in case it became a law, it 
would benefit the country. Such a party 
should not be entrusted with legislation 
upon this subject, and for that reason 
they ought not be allowed to pass a tariff 
bill. 


Show Them Up.

Meadows and pastures have made 
excellent growth during the past week. 
There U but slight change in the pros- 
pect for fruit, peaches will be a failure, 
apples, cherries and plums promise much 
better than was anticipated.

county. Locusts have made their ap- 
pearance in the vicinity of Dix, and 
Jefferson counties. Potatoes are coming 
along nicely. Gardens have also im- 
proved greatly since last week. Worms 
are injuring fruit trees in Bond county.

Farther Discussion of tho Allen 


Coxey Resolution. 


SEHATORSTEWART'S STRAHGESPEECB 


The Afternoon Devoted to Considera-

SENATE. 


, May 10.—The Allen-Coiey res- 


lution coming before the senate. Mr. Gordon 
addressed the senate He lopked upon the 
Coxey movement, he said, from a southern 
standpoint. It appeared to him to teach a les- 
son 
which senators 
might wisely

gravely consider 
The movement had <us 


Inspiration In paternalism—In that theoujr ot 
government which If indulged In wodld in- 
crease tho large brood of similar movements, 
and intensify the demands of that cWss of peo- 
ple on congress for relief. Strangely enough, 
the movement had Its origin in one of 
the creat central, populous, progressive 
states of the Union. Divisions and corps 
•were moving on 
tbc cafcitol from every 


quarter of the compaiR save the south. That 
was a marvellous fact. The reason of the Iso- 
lation of the south was not the absence of pov- 
erty there, but it was that the war and Its les- 
sons had taught the people (though the most 
relentless of all taskmasters) the necessity of 
relying on their own manhood—the necessity 
of relying not on the governmsnt, but on their 
own right arms 
Mr. Teller took part in the discussion and 


treated the question involved as an Important 
one. He denied the claim set up by Senator 
illlson that the right of petition Implied the 
right to Invade the capltol or to read the peti- 
tions from tha capitol. The rUht of peti- 
tions was preserved as readily and as surely 
when congress provided that petitions should 
be presented as they now were There never 
would be any petition, however absurd—unless 
It was a wicked one—that would not find some 
senator or representative ready to present It. 
even though be might disavow all sympathy 
with It. There was great discontent among 
the people and a growing desire among them 
to come to Washington for the purpose of In- 
fluencing legislation. That. Mr Teller de- 
clared, was a perfectly proper thing to do, and 
nobody ought to complain If it was done 
with proper 
decorum and decency. But, 


after all, It 
could be 
seen that, 
If 
all 
tho people who were discontented 


and distressed should attempt to come to the 
national capital there might be a condition of 
things Impossible to endure 
How could 200.- 


000 or 300 000 people who might come to Wash- 
ington from neighboring cities be fed, and 
clothed, and taken care of* And yet they were 
threatened with that: and it was not a bright 
and happy outlook. The question was whether 
It should be so dealt with. In its incipiency, as 
to prevent further discontent and further dis- 
satisfaction 
This was not the first time that an English- 


speaking people had been stirred up by the 
question of petitions in person. In I960, when 
Lord George Gordon presented his great peti- 
tion to parliament, he invaded the parliament 
chamber and presented bis great petition, 
known as the anti-popery petition. It was 
a harmless crowd that started; but It cul- 
minated In riot, in bloodshed, in the destruc- 
tion of a great amount of property and in a 
loss of life. There was no reason to suppose 
that the present ^condition or things did not 
threaten this capital with something of the 
same character. 
What, then. Mr Teller 


asked, was a wise thing to do' 


He could not but think, in view of the pres- 


ent conditions, that the suggestion made by 
the senator from Kansas (Mr Pefler) a couple 
of weeks since, for the appointment of a com- 
mittee to confer with those men and explain to 
them the difficulties under which legislation 
labored and the difficulty of procuring the 
legislation which they drsired. would have 
been, after all, the best solution ot the ques- 
tion He reviewed, briefly, the occurrences at 
the time of Coxey's arrest, and spoke of the 
action of the police as most disgraceful 
If 


the police, he added, had behaved with as 
much discretion and decency as the Common- 
weal army did, thero would have been no 
trouble. 
It would not do, Mr Teller said, to call 


Coxey a crank His scheme was simplv ab- 
surd, as a greaffraany other schemes that were 
out forth. It was not a wicked scheme. He 
(Mr. Teller) had heard propositions in the 
senate that were not as sensible as Coxey s. 
Be bad heard the senator from Ohio (Mr. 
Sherman) advocate measures on tho floor of 
the senate which from his (Mr. Teller's) stand- 
point were infinitely more objectionable, in- 
finitely more injurious to the country—if they 
had been carried out—and infinitely more inde- 
fensible than Coxey's schema That scheme 
would not bring to the country the hundredth 
part of the distress as would some legislation- 
(alluding to the sliver demonetizing act) had 
brought to it The movements of men all over 
the country ought at least, Mr. Teller said, lead 
the American congress to stop and reflect and 
consider whether the present condition of af- 
fairs was the result either of bad legislation 
or a failure to enact such laws as ought to be 
enacted 


Mr. Stewart spoke In support of the reso- 


lution and declared against the police and 
the police court for what he called their "exhi- 
bition of petty tyranny " 


Mr. Frye broke In with a remark that while 


many senators might fee) Inclined to vote for 
the resolution, such a speech as Mr. Stewart 
was making would make it very hard work for 
them to do so 
Mr. Stewart said that he could not help that. 


He added that the feeling which had been pro- 
voked by the action of the police and of the 
police court could only be allayed by a fair In- 
vestigation. 


Mr Hoar said that he did not wish to enter 


Into the debate because it was a very unprofita- 
ble one. He thought that the people of the 
country understood that the Coxey army meant 
an attempt to appeal to public prejudice, which, 
had It been heard In the senate chamber, 
would have fallen flat. Coxey had come to 
Washington with a full knowledge that con- 
tress had passed a law for the regulation of 


' the capltol grounds, and had declared that he 


bad made up his mind that the law was not 
valid, and that he would not obey It It would 
not do now tor Coxey to turn round and make 
the "poor whine" which the senator from Ne- 
vada now made for him, that bis offense was a 
very little thing. 


Mr. Hoar we'nt on to speak on the recent at- 
tempts made to blow up the houses of parlia- 
ment In London and the palace of the legisla- 
tive assembly in Paris, as well as of the mur- 
der ot two American presidents, one in a crowd 
at a railroad station, and one in a crowd at a 
theater, and said that these were the acts of 
misguided and fanatical persons to whom 
peaceable assemblies had afforded cover and a 
chance to escape. He should disgrace bis own 
character it he thought it nece wary to affirm 
that he sympathized with the public distress 
as deeply as any other senator. He did sym- 
pathize with it a great deal more than did 
those senators who sought to make it an In- 
atrument for their own political purpose or 
their own reckless pollticl ambition. 
[This sentence was uttered by Mr Hoar with 


great bitterness ot expression, and was loudly 
applauded by the crowds in the galleries. He 
then went on:] 
The true way to remedy the trouble is tor the 


majority ot the fairly-chosen representatives 
of the people and of the states in this and the 
other house, to work out this great problem as 
Mat they may. But one thing we will not do Is 
is lay down our oonstttntlonal functions and be

FROM HAWAII. 


The Constitutional Convention Election 


-Ex-Marshal Wilson in Tronbl-. 


SAN FBANCISCO, May 11.—The United 


Press correspondent at Honolulu _writ- 
ing- under date of the 3d instant per 
steamer Alameda, which arrived yes- 
terdav afternoon, says: 


The election of delegates to thereon- 


stitutional convention took place*yes-; 
terday in an extremely quiet and 
orderly manner. About 1,500 voters 
cast their ballots out of 1,800 who had 
registered on the island of Oahu. Six 
delegates were assigned to this island. 
Five names had been put up as the 
regular ticket of the American union 
party. Of these only three were chosen, 
Carter, Abel and Kunia-Kea. Six inde- 
pendent candidates were also on the 
printed ballot furnished by the gov- 
ernment. Judge Roberts, police mag- 
istrate, led the poll with over 1,500 
votes. The Portuguese had put up two 
candidates, who divided nearly equally 
the votes of all the 500 and more Por- 
tuguese voters, and stood second and 
third on the poll. The Portuguese 
handled themselves with great effi- 
ciency, the more remarkable because 
most of them cannot read or write. 
Returns from other islands will not 
be all in for feveral days. Results, 
however are already certain, as only 
one set of candidates had been nomi- 
nated, and all were therefore certain 
of election. All of the delegates from 
other islands are leading men, and 
have had more or less legislative 
experience. None of those elected 
from Honolulu has ever served in a 
legislature or are men of special lead- 
ership. The nominations were made 
in an ill-considered manner in the 
primaries, instead of being handled 
by a nominating convention. 
Those 


elected are, however, a fairly safe 
class of men. The general complexion 
of the coming convention is highly 
conservative. 
There will be a strong 


tendency to avoid needless innovations 
in the new constitution. Some of the 
most influential and capable of the 
natives are elected, and will help to 
watch for the rights and interests of 
their people. 
Special care will be 


taken to secure such provisions as will 
prevent the overthrow by the native 
votes, as the results of the late revolu- 
tion. 
Ex-Marshal Wilson, the queen's fa- 


vorite, is in trouble. He is under ar- 
rest as an accomplice in the brutal as- 
sault at the Hawaiian hotel made by 
one Ben Gallagher upon Albert Austin, 
a 
prominent 
annexationist. 
Ben 


chewed off Austin's ear, and is held 
for mayhem. Wilson is charged with 
aiding Gallagher and preventing Aus- 
tin from defending himself. 


A strong force from the flagship 


Philadelphia is at work at Pearl har- 
bor surveying and testing the nature 
of the bar. 
The royalists are understood to be 


endeavoring to revive certain volun- 
teer native organizations disbanded at 
the revolution of '87. They claim to 
be confident that President Cleveland 
will restore the queen in June. 
They 


believe that Admiral Walker has been 
sent here for that purpose. 


THK YACHT SKIZURES.

Dunn, of the Petrel says he seized the 
steamers because customs officers Mc- 
Cormick told him they were there for 
illegal purposes and the fishery officers 
say they fished during the close season 
last year. Capt. Haas, of the Ameri- 
can boat Visitor, says he went Pelee 
island several times and asked' the 
customs officers if he would be allowed 
to fish in Canadian waters and was told 
to wait until the Patrel arrived with 
the regulations. Monday the Brooks 
went to Pelee and the deputy collector 
told the captain to go on fishing until 
the Petral arrived. 


Capt Rheberg of the Brooks, is in- 


dignant. He claims that there was no 
intention of violating any Canadian 
law. 
After the small boats went out 


Tuesday the Brooks, with both cap- 
tains aboard, went to the custom- 
house. 
The deputy then informed 


Rheberg that he had orders not to 
give the clearance promised. The cap- 
tain was surprised, and said he would 
return immediately and take the party 
back to Put-In-Bay. On returning he 
found the Petrel alongside. The Visitor 
steamed up to have a talk with the 
Dominion officer, when both boats 
were informed that they were under 
seizure. Rheberg attempted 
to es- 


cape, but two Canadians had come 
aboard and taken the throttle off the 
engine. Rheberg denies that he fished 
during the close season last year.

SCOTT CITY, Kan., May 11.—Gen. 


Sanders and his men, after an exciting 
trip of SI 4. miles eastward from Pueblo 
on a stolen train, have surrendered to 
the United States authorities. The 
men stole a Denver & Rio Grande en- 
gine and six Missouri Pacific coal 
cars at the Colorado city Tuesday 
night, and after a run unprecedented 
in western railroad history, skillfully 
evading officers of the law, railroad 
officials and obstructions placed in 
their way, arrived at Scott City late 
yesterday afternoon. 


The men had met and built tracks 


around 
two obstructions 
Wednes- 


day, and when they reached the third 
at Chivington, Col., Wednesday night, 
they were utterly worn out by their 
long ride and exposure and went into 
Chivington for rest and refreshment, 
abandoning their train for the pres- 
ent. Later, however, hearing that a 
wrecking train was on the way to re- 
move the obstruction to allow the re- 
sumption of traffic, they returned on 
hand cars to the place ot obstruction 
and awaited the arrival of the com- 
pany's crew. 


When' the train arrived, Sanders 


signified his willingness to help in re- 
moving the cars thrown across the 
track, and in a drizzling rain the com- 
mander and hie men worked for three 
or four hours. 


The obstruction removed, Sanders 


coolly signaled all aboard, and forcing 
the work train before him proceeded 
on his way eastward with his original 
train. 


When the men reached Chivington 


they made a breakfast on cold pota- 
toes and bread. Here the work train 
was sidetracked, and Sanders being in- 
formed that no further attempt would 
be made to hinder his passage east- 
ward, they started forward, arriving 
at Horace, Kan., about noon. Here a 
west-bound passenger, which had stood 
for thirty-six hours, was waiting for 
the stolen train to pass. 


After Cosgrove coaled his engine and 


took water at the tank, the stolen 
train started out just as the east- 
bound mail from Pueblo entered the 
Horace yards. This changed the sit- 
uation. 
The west-bound passenger 


was released and steamed away. Cos- 
grove slipped back upon the siding 
white Sanders ran up to the station to 
notify the conductor of the passenger 
train to go on ahead. In the yards 
stood five or six locomotives on their 
way back to Pueblo. Cosgrove sleeted 
the best passenger locomotive in the 
lot to replace the stolen bwitch engine. 


There was a long delay. The offi- 


cials did not want the passenger to 
leave ahead of the stolen train, as that 
would interfere with tlie plans laid to 
entrap the industrials at Scott City. 
But Sanders and Cosgrove were famil- 
iar with railroad rules, and they de- 
cided not to make the first move. 
Finally the officers ordered the passen- 
ger train to go ahead. The coal car 
special followed, just ten minutes 
later. 
Then ensued a wild ride. The pas- 


senger train ran at a speed of forty- 
five miles an hour, down the straight 
stretches of track, wlule the wet and 
dirty passengers in I lie open coal cars 
in the midst of showers of cinders fol- 
lowed at the same speed. They were 
twelve minutes behind the mail train at 
Selkirk and but six minutes in the 
rear at t/eoti. The mail entered Scott 
City only ten minutes ahead of the 
coal car tourists. 


Meanwhile the special bearing the 


deputy United States marshals, and H. 
G. Clark, general superintendent, had 
been racing westward. 
Rails had been 


ordered removed just west of Scott 
City as there the scene of contest, if 
there was to beany,-had been planned. 
The coming of the east-bound mail 
changed this plan, however, and the 
rails were relaid. Before the Coxey- 
ites could reach Scott City the west- 
bound mail that had been held there 
was ordered west. When the Coxey 
crowd saw this new move upon the 
par£ of the railway people they 
quickly retreated down the line. This 
action was quicklo wired to Supt. 
Derby in Pueblo. 


"I guess they won't come far," he 


laconically remarked as he wrote a 
brief order to a crew at Selkirk. This 
order was to ditch a locomotive in 
White Woman's cut, four miles away, 
"and I guess," said he, "they won't 
be long in doing it." 


But here again the Coxeyites fooled 


the railroad people. They only dropped 
back to Modoc switch, where they let 
the west-bound mail pass them, and 
then returned to Scott City, where 
they arrived shortly after 5 o'clock. 


By this time the special with depu- 


ties had reached Scott City. Sanders 
asked for a conference, which was 
granted. The result of the confer- 
ence was that Sanders was given a 
half hour to decide what course he 
would choose to take. He returned to 
his men and after a parley the men de- 
cided to peaceably surrender. 


The entire delegation will be taken 


east at midnight to answer the charge 
of obstructing the mails. This move- 
ment will bring them nearer Washing- 
ton, they think. They are happy to 


fled yesterday by the commissaloners. 
Coxey had a hearing before them at 
noon yesterday, and explained that it 
would be impossible lor him to get his 
men out on so short a notice. The 
commissioners told him to continue his 
search for a location, and make report 
to them this afternoon as to his suc- 
cess, and they would then decide as to 
what should be done. Covey assured 
the commissioners that he was as anx^- 
ious as anybody to have the "army" 
removed to another place, as it was 
certainly not a healthy spot, and four- 
teen men had already been sent to the 
hospital since the "army" -located 
there. 


Another Train BelB*d by Industrial*. 
TACOMA, Wash., May 10.—Sixty in- 


dustrials seized a train of coal cars at 
Clealum to-day and started eastward 
on the Northern Pacific. Deputy Mar- 
shals Jolly and Chichester, who were 
shot while attempting to eject the 
crowd of industrials from the stolen 
train last night at Yakima, are on the 
way back to Tacoma. Jolly, it is be- 
lieved, will die. The marshals are now 
the masters of the situation at the 
scene of the conflict. No further 
trouble was reported to-day. 


Held for Parading-Without a Permit 
NEW YORK, May 11.—George A. Sweet- 


land, leader of the Connecticut divi- 
sion of Coxey's army, was yesterday 
held in $500 bail for trial on a charge 
of parading without a permit.
